FIVE RIOTERS KILLED 
‘IN DETENTION CAMP 


Guards Open Fire When 2,600 
Aliens on Isle of Man Attempt 
to Escape—Twelve Wounded. 


DOUGLAS, Isle of Man; Monday, Nov. 
23.—Five alien prisoners were killed and 
twelve others were seriously wounded in 
a riot on Thursday at the detention 
camp here. The riot was precipitated 
when some of the prisoners attempted 
to scape. These facts were brought out 
at an inquest held at the camp Friday. 

According to the evidence presented to 
the jury, the affair occurred at 2 o’clock 
Thursday, just after the midday meal.

It‘takes much courage and decision 
to adopt a plan like this, which offers 
Many possibilities of disaster, but the 
Austro-German allies are in a  posi- 
tion where such measures dare .neces- 
sary.

The extensive use that the: Germans 
, are making of the machine gun espe- 
cially strengthens their defensive 
work. These guns can’ be placed so as 
to sweep ground over which the en- 
emy would nave to advance in: mak- 
ing an attack. .When the signal is re- 
ceived from the observing station that 
the enemy has reached a particular 
stretch of ground the gun that covers 
this front can then turn loose a storm 
of bullets that will wipe out any 
troops in its path. 

This helps to explain the apparent 
confidence with which. the Germans 
have turned their main efforts east- 
ward, in spite of the immense armies 
that the French and British now have’ 
in. the field.

Meanwhile the fighting in France 
and Belgium. has become a merely 
defensive campaign on the part of 
the. Gerrhans and an inactive one on 
the part of the Allies. .A minor suc- 
cess. was ed yesterday by the 
French near Dixmude. The official 
bulletins report only violent bom- 
bardment aldng the rest. of the line. 
The fighting unofficially reported st 
Ornés, eight miles -north of Verdun, 
shows that the French are holding 
the Germans. back out of range, of 
the Verdun forts. 

The great battle in Poland has now 
reacheg a ‘critical stage. The ad- 
vance of the German- army along 
the Vistula to Lowicz, only forty 
miles from Warsaw, places the entire 
Russian army in Poland im a very 
dangeérous position. Unless the Rus- 
sians soon check this. victorious 
march of the Germans the Russian 
line ‘of retreat via Warsaw will be 
cut off and their army will be forced 
back: toward Galicia. 

As usual during the occurrence cf 
decisive events, the censorship is 
tightened so that almost no news 
comes through. ‘There is little ques- 
tion, however, that the Russians have 
already abandoned their advanced 
positions along the Warthe and that 
they have hastily drawfi.back their 
army toward the Vistula in order to 
present a united front against this 
new German invasion. 

Both in East Prussia and in Galicia 
the operations have slowed down 
while vaiting for the outcome of the 
decisive campaign along the lower 
Vistula. The victory in the battle on 
the Lodz-Lowicz front will have a 
far-reaching influence on this Win- 
ter’s- campaign.

the big ship into the open harbor at 
Frenchman's Bay, where a mighty navy 
could swing at anchor, with ample room. 

The steamship, soon after ‘her arrival 

at Bar Harbor, was moved from her 
first mooring to one. just opposite. the 
landing at the Fabbri estate, which 
faces Frenchman’s Bay, and Capt. Po- 
lack went ashore at the Fabbri land- 
ing and not at the customary wharves. 
The Secret Service men learned, too, 
that the Fabbri motor boats, the; Wibs, 
which. is among the fastest on the 
Maine coast, and ‘the Narcissus, plied 
between the Fabbri landing. and the 
liner late at night. 
‘ Harvey Hodgkins, a waterman, who 
sold 3,800 tons of water at 50 cents a 
ton to the liner, told of seeing the Fab- 
bri. boats alongside the” Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie late at night, and. commented on 
the fact. . 

Capt.’ Myrick .of South Goldsboro, 
across the bay, who had charge, of ‘the 
Fabbri boats. all Summer; complained 
to his friends that the presence of the 
big liner in the bay caused him to be up 
at all hours of the night. Capt. Myrick 
took ashore from the Kronprinzessin 
Cecilie a particular piece of wireless ap- 
paratus owned by -Alessandro Fabbri. 
This was used, according to the Gov- 
ernment agents, to try to get into 
wireless communication with Germany, 
although Capt. Polack had promised 
Lieut. Marinix, U. 8S. N., that the liner’s 
wireless apparatus would not be used 
while the ship remained in-the bay. 

Liner’s Wireless Not Sealedt 


H. A. Lawford of Bar Harbor, who 
had an amateur wireless plant of 250 
watts, and who was sworn in by Lieut. 
Mannix for the work of sending West- 
ern Union code messages from Bar Har- 
bor to the United States naval vessels 
in the harbor by wireless, said: 

“*T am quite sure the Cecilie’s wireless 
apparatus was not sealed. I asked the 
radio operators on the ship and the of- 
ficers, and they. told me it had not been 
sealed,’’ 

Mr. Lawford made the-further state- 


ment that British warships ‘were 
“ swarming” off the Maine coast, there 
being eleven of them one evening iast 
week. He. said that he heard their 
battle calls, which were sent in num- 
bers and not in word signals, and that 
he was unable to tell their names. be- 
cause the code book .recorded the names 
in word signals, 

Some of the warships were far out 
at sea; Mr. Lawford said, and some 
were close to.the Maine coast. He 
related ethat on .one occasion he heard 
a’ British warship signal, in’. English 
words, for the cruiser Suffolk in Hali- 
fax Harbor to. leave that. port with 
full*steam ahead, and that orders wore 
sent for the cruiser Lancashire to: take 
the place of the. Suffolk in . Halifax 
Harbor, after which the warships re- 
sumed their communication in numbers, 

Mr. Lawford’ explained that he oper- 
ated a. sight-seeing auto during . ithe 
Summer months, but was at leisure: in 
the Winter and ‘killed time” | by 
“listening in” at night, until 2 and 3 
o'clock A. M., with his wireless: Every 
night, he said, he got the time at ’.10

It undoubtedly was expected by the 
leaders. in the. Italian . Goverhment| 
that the extremely valuable serv- 
ices’ of Italy to the Allies would be 
considered when the final settlement 
eame, and that Italy would be re- 
garded, if not as a-partner, at least 
as a party in. interest, entitled to 
a voice and ‘to; recognition. The 
points in the future of that country 
to which its. Government and its 
people attach the most. importance 
are (1) the assurance of peaceful ;de- 
velopment of the colonial enterprise 
in Tripoli.and Cyrenaica; (2) the re- 
covery from Austria of the Trentino; 
and the provinces about thé Port of 
Trieste, which strategically, political- 
ly, and commercially are: of great 
value; *(3) the extension of -Ftalian 
interests.along the Dalmatian coast 
of the Adriatic in Albania. _Had the 
war come to a. prompt. conclusion, 
or had there been a distinet advan- 
tage won by the Allies in the oper- 
ations. of the first three months, these 
claimis. would have been very strong 
and their recognition would have been 
cordial. But there are signs that the 
Allies feel that Italy has not done 
enough for them to make her posi- 
tion .indisputable. The tone of the 
British press and even of the French 
press has perceptibly changed, and 
though it is still friendly it! is also 
a little admonitory. This has been 
more marked since the entry of 
Turkey upon the war, Italy is re- 
minded that this is a serious menace 
to her interests in the Balkans and in 
Tripoli, which can best be met by a 
coalition with the Allies. Turkey 
will be. helpless if the Germanic Em- 
pires are defeated; and Italy’s,claims 
can best be protected by joining in 
that defeat. The southeastern situ- 
ation is unquestionably very compli- 
cated and full of difficulty... The 
tendency is to force Italy, to take a 
decisive part, and though this woulg 
involve grave risks and immense cost, 
it may: become inevitable. 


A WORD FOR THE NEW FREEDOM, 

Competition used to. be the word, 
Co-operation is its’ successor, . Now 
that the President is in that frame 
of mind it would serve the purpose 
so near his heart if he would pass 
the new word to his. District. -At- 
torneys. For. instance, it“ was an- 
nounced last .week that an appeal 
was taken to a higher court in» the 
case of co-operators certified to’ be in 
good-business standing. ‘It may have 
been all right to attack them whén 
their crimes were unfashionable, and 
it was thought they could be proved, 
and that good public service would 
be. done thereby., But in this) ‘case, 
ahd others. like jt,, has not, enough 
been done when the offenders have 
been brought into, court, and have 
defended © themselves, against ‘asper- 
sions by the Government, and by the 
Government alone? 

Is: it. absolutely nepessary. to pro- 
ceed with such cases? Or, if it is 
necessary, why not take the opinion 
of the Trade Commission, especially 
set up as judges of unfair methods 
of competition? Now that suspicion 
and ill-will have passed away we can 
afford .to believe that men whe have 
satisfied the courts of their probity 
are good enough to be let. alone. 
Character is like guilt in its personal 
quality. It is not a*mere mercantile 
asset. <It is something human and 
inked with the privileges of life it- 
self.. For that reason, if the Presi- 
dent recognizes the sentiment, he 
may check those who are so zealous 
in the service of the people as to 
bear false witness against ‘their 
neighbors, and. prostitute the pro- 
cesses of -thelaw to -those-. unfair 
methods of competition which now 
are to disappear into the bewildering 
fogs and noxious miasmas: of the 
past, which we were assured. were 
Tealities against which we must take 
up arms, :

‘The ‘operation, of this law is not yet 
clearly @eveloped. “It is’ only a few 
days since the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company withdrew from’ the canal 
trade, in deference to this law, after 
an ‘operation of sixty years. At the 


‘present ~ time the . transcontinental 


railways are revising their rates, due 
to..the. effect of canal, competition in 
connection with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s administration of 
the long. and short haul clause. The 
regulated railways find competition 
with the unregulated steamships im- 
practicable, with profit, and are aban- 
doning the’ business, The railways 
are excluded from the canal business 
lest they should compete with the 
coastwise monopoly, but there is no 
tenderness forthe railways in the reg- 
ulation of the rates which are con- 
trolled only by. the monopoly. 

If any railway ought to be regulated 
it is the Government-owned Panama 
route. It belohgs to the conspiracies 
in restraint of ‘trade which the Gov- 
ernment is prosectiting. Its rates are 
excessive, and excessively profitable. 
It earns double the rate of profit 
which the Interstate Commission re- 
fuses to allow other railways to in- 
crease; ‘There is no reason to sup- 
pose that the _Government-owned 
railway: would reduce its water rate 
from any experience on either land 
or water, even the carriage of cement 
for the canal not having been at an 
economy. This is true although the 
Government did not get back the in- 


terest on the cost of its steamers nor | 


charge any depreciation in its ac- 
count, ‘ 

Whatever may be the merits of 
Government railways or steamships, 
or a combination of. them, they are 
not. commercial’ undertakings, and 
they are fatal competitors of private 
companies “under - limitations of law 
and principles of solvency. Just in 
proportion ‘that .Goverhment enters 
any business private business with- 
draws. .Government competition on 
that basis is unfair. The Trade Com- 
mission may have the Government be- 
fore it as a first defendant, if the Gov- 
ernment pushes its plans to the bitter 
end.

With it, any wage, or none, is enough 
to.draw: mento, the colors, and without 
it. few indeed would be.tempted,. even 
by thany times the wage proposed by 
Mr. SHaw, to endure what, without aud- 
ible“ protest. or complaint, millions of 
meni, are suffering in each of the sev- 
eral “ theatres” of the present’ war.

A NATION’S. VITALITY. 


Important Factor in Defense, 
Mr. Rittenhouse Points Out. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

Admiral Stockton hag done the country a 
service by calling attention to the apparent 
decline in American patriotism, It is possi-, 
bié, as THe Trimms intimates, that this con- 
dition: is more apparent than real, but the 
Admiral might have gone further and called 
attention to the apparent decline in the 
physical ‘fitness of our people. This condition 
must also be looked st fromthe standpoint 
of patriotism. 

Our first line of, defense againat a foreign 
foe consists not of battleships and forts, but 
of ‘strong men. y 

There seems to be ample evidence thet the 
power of Americans to resist chronic dis- 
eases is steadily weakening. This means that 
the power to resist fatigue is also being re- 
duced. The breaking down of the hard- 
worked organs of the body, such as the 
heart, circulatory system, kidneys, &c,, has 
not only increased in middle’ life and oid 
age, but has also increased greatly among 
young people. 

Owing.to the rapidly changing conditions 
of life, mental exertion has iticreased and 
physical exertion has . decreased. Through 
overstrenuousness, on the one hand, and 
indolence and inactivity on the other, and 
overindulgence generally, the life strain un- 
der our civilization is constantly increasing. 

If this apparent decline in our national 
vitality (which is supported by statistics) 
is not checked, our country’s defense and 
future development.will be in the ‘hands of a 
fiabby-muscled race, with its power to en- 
dure hardship and fatigue at a very low ebb.

trend of. opinion, to the representa- 
tive Germans in this country, includ- 
ing more especially the Ambassador 
at Washington, von Bernstorff, who 
strikes me ag being utterly unfit ‘or 
his position. He’ has done. the 
German cause immensé harm and 
brought himself fmto great discredit. 
This by indiscreet and unnecessary 
talking.

WAR LOAN A SUCCESS. 


London’s Huge Offering Oversub- 
scribed—Sentiment Improves. 
Special Cable to THE New York TIMus. 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—The £350,000,- 
000 war Ioan was the event of last 
week. The first £100,000,000° was 
taken by banks and other institu- 
tions. Regarding the remaining £250,- 
000,000, which was available for pub- 
lic .subscription, the wildest rumors 
have been current, but it can now: be 
said confidently that the amount has 
been more than subscribed. 

The offering made a strong patriotic 
appeal to the small investor. There 
were practically no speculative appli- 
cations because’ the Stock Exchange 
is closed. Already a small but real 
premum has been established for the 
issue. 

The Stock Exchange settlement is 
well over, and as a result sentiment 
is optimistic. The feature of the 
week’s dealings was revived interest 
in American shares, due to encourag- 
ing cables from your side. The Stock 
Exchange Committee met on Friday. 
No announcement concerning its de- 
liberations was made, but it is believed 
the question of a restricted reopening 
was seriously discussed for the first 
time. This cannot take place without 
the Treasury’s approval. Military 
events are believed to have taken defi- 
nitely a more favorable turn, which 
may hasten events on the Stock Ex- 
change, but actual reopening seems 
unlikely this year under present -cir- 
cumstances. 

The success of the war loan has re- 
assured holders of ‘all gilt-edged 
stocks. Confirming the impression. re- 
garding — labor conditions previously 


cabled, the official figures for Octo- 
ber show unemployment. in trade 
unions amounted to 40 per thousand 
members, against 59 in September 
and 71 in August.

Bourse Remains Closed—French Buy

Mr. Perkins points out that no city. in 
the world is as backward and destitute 
in the matter of fish markets as N 
York. .The report, continues: 

“* At the same time, there is probably 
no city in the world that ought to have 
as good fish markets as ew York, 
where fish can be supplied so abundant— 
ly and, with proper markets, so eco- 
nomically. Thousands of tons. of fish 
that might be used are.thrown away in 
our harbor,.and thousands: of tons of 
fish are. sent to Barren nd to be 
converted into fertilizer, because of the 
lack of proper facilities for reaching 
consumers. Many carloads of fish are 
shipped from New York ‘to other cities 
oe aoe S. be consumed here. “ow 
ack of know e among our people o 
the value of fish as an article of food 
and the lack of ability to get fish that 
is fresh, and get it at re hag oo pvr 
is little short of a disgrace a city 

Tmntédiate attention Soult 
be given to this matter. « It is‘a fair 
question whether New York as a city 
ought not to také up the question of 
handling and regulating its fish supply 
and do it promptly.’”’ 


OPPOSES MARKET BUREAU. 


Marks Says Power Should Remain 
with Borough Presidents. 


Borough President’ Marcus M. Marks, 
Chairman of the Board of Hstimate 
Committee on Markets, announced yes- 
terday that at a meeting of the com- 
mittee it was decided to prepare a 
market bill for the next session of the 
Legislature, representing the viéws of 
the committee. He believes each Bor- 
ough President should. be charged. with 
the responsibility of developing’ mark- 
ets and their. administration in his own 
borough. The members of the commit- 
tee are opposed to the establishment of 
a Department of Markets, whic & would 
‘take away the power of. the orough 
Presidents-in the maintenance and de- 
velopment of markets.

markets. to. supervise ‘and administer,
